9. A composition according to claim 1 
comprising a perfume, about 10 to about 80 % by weight of 
which perfume is composed of a compound of formula I, and 
wherein the compound is the only antibacterial agent in 
the composition. 

10. A composition according to claim 1 
comprising a perfume, about 10 to about 80 % by weight of 
which perfume is composed of a compound of formula 1, and 
from about 5 to about 50 % by weight of the composition is 
3,7, 1 l-trimethyl-2 , 6, 10-dodecatrien-l-ol .
